Sixauranr Svicme or A Youse Max 1x
CuioaGo.—A few days ago, says the Chi-
cngo Times of the 23d ult., a young Ger-
miun named Leyndecker committed suicide
by swallowing an ounce of lsudanum. Ie
was about nineteen or twenty years of age,
aud, it is said, received a liberal eduention
in Germany. He was, however, an infidel,
or “free thinker,” believing ueitlier in fu-
ture reward nor punishment, and scarcely in
a future state of any kind. e lived sole-
ly for the present, and when he found bim-
scll beset on all sides by creditors, and had
not the means of payment, he considered of
the shortest way to get rid of them. Oune
day be inquired of a fellow clerk what poi-
son would quickest kill « man. The c'::k
answered, “Take an ounce of prussic acid.”
Leyndecker immediately took out a memo-
randum book and pencil and wrote it down.
It appears that he afterwards conclu-
ded to alter the dose. After swallowing
the laudanum, Leyndecker wrote the fol-
lowing letter to one of his fullow clerks in
the Recorder's office. To Le convineed of
his ernziness it ia only necessary o read
this most singular production of his brain:

Orro Pevrzer, Esq. You only, of all
my friends, deserve to receive the last greet-
ings of a dying—of a man who prefers to
take a dose of laudanum to be dishonored.
Greet friendly my creditors, and tell them
that 1 will probably obtain a reserved seat
in heaven without their receipts. 1 die in
excelient dizposition, regretting that you
Are not present, as you might then receive
lessons.  Greet nil my acquaintances. Tell
Bill that he, to some” extent, is accomplice
v my death, beeause his remark, “Why do
you live, if you have no money!™ was stri-
king aud made a deep impression upon my
hieurt.
